for a loan from the Colorado Startup Loan Fund. Needs
may vary depending on the size of the loan and the
lender.

O Business registration with the Colorado Secretary of State - Articles
of Incorporation or Organization, Statement of Foreign Entity (if
applicable) and a Certificate of Good Standing.

O Employer Identification Number issued from the IRS (EIN).

O Non-expired Driver’s License for any owner with a 20% or higher
equity stake in the business.

O Business Plan for any business with less than two years of revenue.

O Personal Financial Statement for each owner with a 20% or higher
equity stake in the business.
